Bmith found herself in the Union sta-
tion in Boston, Bhe had come to Bos-
ton to study at the New Eugland
Coneervatory' of Music. Abount half-
past three she stood in the doorway of
the Conservatory.

I began on
the ‘Moonl'ght Bo ata. I didn’t finjsh
it, however I was Interrupted by Mr,
Btasoey, who asked me to play the B
flat major scale. I began with the
wrong finger in the left haud. My
teacher watched my fingers a minute,
and then said: “The fourth fAinger of
the left band on E flat.” The more I
played the oftener he eald, **Fourth fin-
ger on E flat, fourth fluger on E flat.”
But sometimes my third, sometimes my
second, nnd sometimes even my thumb,
would get on that E flat—any finger
bat the fourth. I wasa little consoled
when Mr. Btasny said that he always
knew whether a pupil knew the flager-
ing of the ecales after he had heard
them play the scale of B flat major;

1 did not
do much better with that. There I was,

. Shooting Negro Postmasters Wrong
and Sometimes Inconvenient,

Atlants, Ga.. Sept, 19.—The shooting
of the negro postmaster at Hogausville
threatens to entail no end of trouble
for the people of that town. A post-
office lospector has finished a three
days' investigation of the rhooting, and
it Is etated tonight that as a result of
his work two of the most prominent
buosiness men in the town will be ar-
rested this week on the charge of at-
temptine to assassinate the postmas-
ter. The people of the town are ealled
upon to face a most uncomfortable
state of affairs. They have never yet
patronized the pegro postmaster di-
reotly—the old postinaster, Hardaway
maintaining his old postofice and send-
ing for and obtaiaing In bulk the mail
matter for all his white patrons. Their
letters were malled on the train. The
ex-postmaster will be prorecuted for
this and the letters can no louger be
maliled on the trains.

When this action was announced,
two days ago, the ecitizens counceived
the plan of having their mail sent to
the next nearest postoffice and sending
a carrler for it. They are now told
that this would be in violation of the
law which permits only the govern-
ment to maintain a poet route. This
brings them to the bitter alternative of
patronizing the pegro postmaster or
baving no mall at all. Feeling is high
amoog both whites and blacks, and
farther trouble is feared, although it
is not imminent.

HAVANA, Bopt. 13,—Further details
of the capture of Victoria de la Tunas,
province of Bantiago de Cuba. say that
the insurgents, after captaring the
town, killed with the inachete, forty
guerillas, for having made a stabborn
resistance.
